DUE TO CANADIAN GREED. 


British View of the Fresh Demands 
Made by the Dominion on the 
United States. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK JOURNAL 
AND THE CHICAGO 1RIBUNE,) 

London, May 26.—It is strongiy intimated 
in official circles here Great Britain does 
not consider liself responsible for the failure 
to renew the Canadian negotiations, nor are 
the cordial relations with the United States 
in any way impaired, but this second rupture 
is due entirely to the greed and obstinacy 
of the Canadian government. 

Two weeks ago both the British and the 
United States governments considered every- 
thing arranged for renewing the sessions 
of the joint commission and quickly settling. 
all questions at issue. 

It was agreed the commission should meet 
in August for the consideration of all points 
except the Alaska boundary, which would 
be referred to special arbitration. 
Ambassador Choate was congratulating 
himself on the successful outcome of his first 
diplomatic undertaking when the Canadian 
government, through Lord Strathcona and 
Mount Royal, its High Commissioner in Lon- 
don, suddenly upset the whole matter by re- 
fusing to accede to any such arrangement 
unless it were given all the trump cards in 
the form of granting practically all of its 
contentions before the commission began 
its work. 


Canada Demands More Territory. 
In addition to this, Canada made new de- 
mands, greater even than the original ones 
before the commission. It extended the 
lines it originally laid down for the Alaska 
boundary, and demanded more territory. 
In the face of such an extraordinary po- 
sition, Mr. Choate and the British govern- 
ment were nonplused. They could do noth- 
ing. The question was raised whether Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, could do anything to influence 
the Canadians to modify their position, but 
Mr. Chamberlain, in the case of Newfound- 
land, laid down recently a firm rule of non- 
interference by the home government in the 
rights and prerogatives of 
colonies. 
80 the whole American-Canadian settle- 
ment is up in the air again. Nothing more 
will be done unless a formal motion be made 
by one of the governments interested. 

Canada’s position is regarded as unex- 
plainable. An American diplomat said: 

“She wants to flip a coin, saying, heads 
I win, tails you lose.’ The natural inquiry 
arises: What is Canada’s secret motive?“

Laurier Holds His Ground. 

Ottawa, Ont., ‘May 26.—[Special. ]—Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier in the House this afternoon 
replied to inquiries respecting the cables 
from London summarizing a cable from 
New York to the London Times asserting 
Canada was responsible for the delay in the 
settlement of the questions before the 
Anglo-American commission, that the Brit- 
ish foreign officials confirmed the state- 
ment, and that Alaska was the hopeless 
hitch. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied as follows: 

The matters referred to the commission, 
as I have stated on the floor of this House 
several times, were all in a fair way of ad- 
justment when we came to the point where 
we could not agree on the Alaskan boundary, 
and as the commission could not agree on 
the Alaskan boundary the British commis- 
sioner refused to proceed with any other 
question. 

We took the ound that until the As- 
ican government had either agreed to make 
a settlement of that question or refer it to 
argument no other question should be dealt 
with by us.

Personal Notes by Dreyfus. 

The Figaro publishes today some notes 

written by Dreyfus in November and Decem- 

ber of 1894, while he was awaiting trial. 
These in part are as follows: 

During the seventeen days following m 

arrest I underwent several examination

‘I always asked what were the proofs of

Ready to Kill Himself. 

* My condition became duch that I wished 
to commit suicide. I was mad. In the 
midst of my fever I took my sheets and 
prepared to hang myself to the window, but 
I reflected that if I died thus all would 


‘think me guilty, and that I must live in 


order to cry aloud that I am innocent.” 

Dreyfus goes on to express astonishment 
that he should be arrested and dishonored 
because experts had asserted that his writ- 
ing was similar to that of the incriminating 
letter. Throughout the investigation they 
said to him, Tou are lost. Nothing can 
save you.” Finally he was informed, he 
says, that he would be sent before a court- 
martial, as the presumptions of guilt were 
sufficient to warrant it. Thus the over- 
whelming proofs” of the first days of in- 
vestigation had become at the end of two 
months only presumptions.“ To this he re- 
plied: 

“I declare that a monstrous infamy 18 
being committed toward me, a nameless act 
of cowardice. I have not had to do with 
investigating judges, but with execu- 
tioners.”’

A “tug pulling contest ts 8 
take place near the harbor entrance this 
‘clock, between the tugs 
James A. Quinn and Harry C. Lydon. The 
crews have each put up $125, making a prize 
of $250 to the winner. This will be the first 
‘tug. pulling in Chicago for many years 
and there is great interest among marine 
men over the result. The tugs will bo 
hitched together with a strong line and the 
victory will be with the one which pulls the 
other behind it. 

The boats are said to be evenly matched. 
The Quinn has a new boiler, allowed 169 
pounds of steam an inch, and has a high 
pressure engine. The Lydon is a new boat, 
with new boilers, but with a compound con. 
densing engine. They are of about the 
same size, and a comparison of their in- 
dicated horse-power places them on an equal 
footing. The Quinn is owned by the In- 
dependent Tug line, and the Lydon is the 
property of Lydon & Drews, public * 
contractors. 

The contest is the result of the bangering 
between the crews of the two boats, which 
finally resulted in a challenge being issued 
and as quickly accepted. The money was 
put up and the time was set for this after- 
noon after the Lydon has finished its last 
tow of dredging scows. 

Such contests used to be frequent in the 
old days when things were free and easy on 
the river, but it has been a dosen years since 
tugmen have been allowed to try the ordeal 
between their boats in pulling pa the same 
line,

BERLIN CONGRESS HEARS. RE- 
SULTS OF TESTED on. 


Dr. Schweinits of Washington Reveals 
Important Cures Made by the serum 
Treatment—Tuberculosis Infection 
from Milk Responsible for Many 
Deaths in Large Cities—Germany 
Handicapped at The Hague — De- 
mands for a Larger Navy.

Berlin, May 26.—The therapeutics of tu- 
berculosis enlisted the attention of the 
tuberculous congress today. Dr. Schweinitz 
of Washington, who has been chosen hon- 
orary secretary of the second section, read 
a paper on the serum treatment, and was 
warmly congratulated. 

Dr. Schweinitz reported the result of his 
experiments, which, as early as 1884, proved 
that guinea pigs may be made immune 
against tuberculosis by inoculating with 
weak cultures of tubercle bacilli, He then 
tried to secure immunizing serum from 
horses and mules by similar treatment, but 
found the poisonous products of bacilli tu- 
berculin were unsuited. Hence his experi- 
ments were conducted with guinea pigs, 

Dr. Stubbert, director of the Loomis San- 
itarlum, had been using the serum eighteen 
months. Dr. Schweinitz reported that of 
100 cases treated with the serum nineteen 
had been cured, seven much improved, fifty- 
seven improved, and seventeen unchanged. 
He was not positive a specified serum, like 


He proposes a standing international com- 
mission, to test all scientific modes of treat- 
ing the disease, the commission to be ap- 
pointed by the present congress. 


Infection in the Milk. 

Among the papers selected for discussion

It is a masterpiece of 
incongrulty—this ‘new oath —and reads: 

Ide solemnly swear (or affirm), in the 
presence of Almighty God, that I will sup- 
port the constitution of the United States 
of America and the constitution, laws, and 
government of the Republic of Hawali, and 
will not, either directly or indirectly, en- 
courage of assist in the restoration or estab- 
lishment of a monarchy form of governmen 
in the Hawalian Islands.’ 

Section 9, article 18, of this constitution 
of the Republic of Hawaii’ which the Amer- 
ican voter must swear to support before he 
can be admitted to full citizenship, provides 
among other things that ‘he/shall have 
taken the oath prescribed in article 101,’ 
being the precise oath above, omitting the 
words ‘ constitution of the United States of 
America and,’ and an oath abjuring alle- 
giance to the government of his native land, 
or that under which he has heretofore been 
naturalized, and of allegiance to the Re- 
public of Hawall. | 

“Imagine an American citizen, with up- 
lifted hand, swearing to support a consti- 
tution which compels him to repudiate ‘ Old 
Glory.’ The purpose is to deprive new Amer- 
icans—the Hawalians—of American consti- 
tutionally guaranteed rights, The registra- 
tion is closed, and I am told that just one 
man took the ‘new oath.’ He was not an 
American, nor did his oath make him one. 
There are many Americans here, heartily in 
accord with annexation, and whose most 
improbable thought would be that of en- 
couraging the restoration of a monarchical 
form of government, who revolt against and 
denounce methods so un-American.”

Manila, May 26.—The events of the last 
week have emphasized the need of a much 
larger army here, without which, according 
to the best authorities in Manila, it would 
be attempting the impossible to expect 
to establish American supremacy in the 
Philippine Islands. The inadequacy of the 
American forces is said to be responsible 
for the large total loss in the number of 
small encounters, without material results 
as a compensation. Most of the fighting 
has been in territory which the Americans 
had swept, but had been compelled to aban- 
don because they could not spare troops to 
hold it. 

The forces commanded by Generals Mac- 
Arthur and Lawton held two important 
lines of communication and commerce, the 
railroad to San Fernando and the Rio Grande 

ver. But much of the country they have 
swept, including scores of the smaller towns 
and some of thé larger ones, has been left 
uncovered, simply for want of men to hold it. 

Insurgents Have Returned. 

The insurgents have returned and are oc- 
cupying the towns the Americans have aban- 
doned, and are camping in the jungles and 
woods outside others, on the watch for 
chances to harass the garrisons and attack 
scouting parties or detached companies with 
greater forces. This is the kind of war- 
fare they prefer to regular battles. 


Rebels from the South. 


It appears the Filipinos who attacked the 
Third Regiment, between San Miguel and 
Balinag, were part of Pio del Pilar's army. 
They came from the south across the moun- 
tains, presumably to meet a wagon train 
which General Lawton expected along the 
road. 

They also planned to capture several large 
detachments, and were placed in ambush at 
different points. They fired from the jungle, 
at a distance of 200 yards, and gave the 
Americans one of the hardest fights ex- 
periencéd in the campaign. 

The Filipinos lost more heavily than the 
Americans in all the recent encounters. The 
insurgent Generals take the loss of arms 
more to heart than they do the loss of men. 

Foreigners who have arrived here from 
the insurgent’s country under the recent er- 
der of expulsion say the cemeteries in all 
the towns are filled with fresh graves. A 
majority of the Filfpinos wounded die, be- 
cause the insurgent hospitals are inadequate, 
medicines are scarce, and they have few 
surgeons, except Spanish captives who have 
been impressed. | | 


CRISIS IMMINENT IN AUSTRIA. 


Cabinets at Vienna and Buda-Pesth Ex- 
pected to Resign Over the Na- 
tional Quarrel. 


Vienna, May 26.—The political crisis aris- 
ing out of the Ausgleich, the agreement 
under which the cost of the administration 
of common affairs in the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy is borne by both parties in the 
proportion agreed upon from time to time 
between the two Parliaments, is intense, 
and both the Austrian and Hungarian Cab- 
inets are expected to resign next week. 

In Czech“circles the Cabinet of Count von 
Thun-Hohenstein is considered already fall- 
en, although the reports of his resignation 
are not confirmed. 

It is expected that a new Cabinet will be 
formed to carry out the Ausgleich and that 
after this question is settled it will be re- 
placed by a ministry of the Right.

FAMOUS ARTIST PASSES AWAY AT 


FONTAINEBLEAU, FRANCE. 
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Born in a Family of Painters, She 
Early Showed Indications of Re- 
markable Tal t—Pictures of Ant- 
mals Were er Specialty and 
Brought Her Fame and Fortane— 
The “ Horse Fair” the Most Widely 
Known of Her Productions. | 


London, May 26.—A special dispatch from 
Paris today says that Rosa Bonheur, the 
famous animal painter, is dead. 

Fontainebleau, France, May 26.—Rosa 
Bonheur died at 11 o'clock last night. | 


„ 

Rosa Bonheur was horn at Bordeaux in 
1822. She was the eldest child of this family, 
and was christened Marie Rosalie Bon- 
heur. Her father was himself an animal 
painter of considerable merit, and all his 
children inherited his love for animals. The 
eldest son, Francois Auguste, painted some 
remarkable animal pictures, and in 1867 
received the cross of the Legion of Honor. 
Isadore Jules Bonheur was an animal sculp- 
tor, whose statuettes have been reprqduced 
in bronze. He obtained medals at the Paris 
expositions of 1865 and 1869. A sister, Mme. 
Juliette Peyrol, is also an animal painter, 
while Germain Bonheur, the youngest child 
by a second wife, is a landscape painter. 
Two sons of Mme. Peyrol show so much tal- 
ent in this direction that it is expected they 
will carry the family reputation into the 
third generation. 


Takes Her Mother’s Place. | 
Raymond Bonheur, Rosa's father, removed 
from Bordeaux to Paris in 1829, where he 
supported his family by teaching classes. The 
family was peor, and in 1840 the wife died, 
Rosa Bonheur bravely took her mother's 
place, and in that year also began her,artistic 
career. Two years after her mother’s death 
her father married again, which gave her 
more time to devote to her art. In 1840 she 
exhibited her first painting. Two Rabbits." 
This first exhibition picture was painted in 
the atti@studio in the Rue Rumfort, which 
has long since given place to the new Boule- 
vard Malesherbes, in which Meissonier had 
his home and studio. 

To better know the animals which she 
represented upon her canvas, Rosa Bonheur, 
while still a young girl, made daily visits to 
the abattoirs of Paris, studying for hours 
the slaughtered animals, and the knowledge 
gained there made a foundation for her 
art. To protect herself from jeers and in- 
sult she wore on her wanderings alone about 
Paris a man’s clothes, and all her life prg- 
ferred to work in this freer costume. MI 
Bonheur’s love for animals gave her a 
strange control over them, and wherever she 
worked her pets were allowed to play freely 
about her. | 

Her most important canvas after the 
Horse Fair,’’ and by many considered her 
best work, Le Labourage Nivernais,“ was 
inspired by the reading of George Sand's 
novel, La Mare au Diable,“ in which she 
describes a plowing scene, with a plowman, 
young and robust, the ground rich, eight 
vigorous oxen, and a bright autumn sunlight 
lighting up the landscape. Afterwards, when 
‘she tried her skill at portrait painting, she 
painted a portrait of George Sand, which 
she presented to the famous authoress.

Inthe 
large park behind the house she kept great 
numbers of animals, and innumerable pets 
played on the lawn. Her studio was mod- 
eled by her brother, Isidore, and orna- 
mented with stuffed heads of animals of 
various kinds, and had deep windows over- 
looking the park. 

Her pencil drawings are innumerable, and 
there are one or two well-known collections 
in America. Three years ago an exhibition 
of. the Bonheur pencil drawings was held in 
O’Brien’s galleries, in this city. 

Of late years failing health interfered with 
Rosa Bonheur's artistic activity, but she 
never ceased work until the day of her 
death. Two of her pictures are exhibited 
in the present Paris Salon, but she refused 
to accept a medal, saying sho had received 
enough of honors, and pleading that they 
raight be bestowed upon younger and less 
well-known artists.

RIOT IN ITALY’S PARLIAMENT. 


‘Former Premier Crispi Attempts to Ex- 
plain the Defeat at Adowa and the 
Chamber Adjourns in an Uproar. 


Rome, May 26.—Former Premier Crispi, in 
the Chamber of Deputies today, asked per- 
mission to explain the circumstances leading. 
to the Italian rout in Erythrea. 

His remarks led to an immense uproar, 
during which anathemas were hurled indis- 
criminately; and the din became so great 
that the session was suspended. After its 
resumption there was a repetition of the 
scenes before witnessed. 

Sig. Ferry, Socialist, accused General Bar- 
ratieri, who commanded the Italian forces in 
Erythrea, of tleeing and leaving his troops 
in the lurch. Ferry refused to withdraw his 
accusation, and, in the midst of indescrib- 
able uproar, the House adjourned. 


The rout in Erythrea refers to the defeat of 
the Italian army, commanded by General 
Barraticri, at Adowa, the Italian East Af- 
rican colony, in March, 1896. 

The exact number of men killed and made 
prisoners on that occasion has not been 
made public, but the Italian War office of- 
ficials, during the exciting scenes which fol- 
lowed Italy's reverse in the Chamber of 
Deputies, admitted that about 12,000 native 
Italian troops were engdged, in addition to 
some 7,000 auxiliaries, and that about 150 
officers and 5,000 men were killed by the 
forces of Menellk of Abyssinia. 

General Barratieri, who commanded the 
Italian troops at Adowa, former Governor 
of Erythrea, was tried by court-martial and 
acquitted of having attacked the Abyssin- 
jans from inexcusable motives, under cir- 
cumstances rendering defeat inevitable, and 
of having abandoned the chief command of 
the troops from half-past 12 on March 1 until 
d o'clock on March 3, thereby failing to give 
the orders required for lessening the con- 
sequences of the defeat. 

The Advocate General, in his address for 
the prosecution at the time of the court- 
martial, demanded that the General be sen-

CORPORATION COUNSEL WALKER 
GIVES OPINION IN THE CASE. | 


Holds the Old Village Ordinance Is in 
Force and Unimpaired—Stops Grant- 
ing of Licenses for Ed Smith's Road- 
house and Schoenhofen Brewing 
Co.’s Place—Mayor Says He Will Act 
Accordingly—Names of Dead Men on 
Payrolls—City Wins Viaduct Case, 


Licenses to sell liquor will not be granted 

to either Ed Smith’s roadhouse in Fifty- 
first street or the beer garden of the Schoen- 
hofen Brewing company at that street and 
Cottage Grove avenue. Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker decided yesterday that the law 
prohibited it and the Mayor stated he would 
follow Mr. Walker's opinion. 
Both sides of the controversy have been 
fully argued before Mr. Walker, orally and 
by attorneys’ briefs, and the decision he 
sent to the Mayor goes exhaustively into the 
questions involved. After reciting the facts 
the Corporation Counsel disposes of the con- 
tention of the lawyers for the applicants 
for Ucenses that the old Hyde Park ordi- 
nance, creating the local option districts in 
which both proposed saloons are located, was 
repealed by a subsequent ordinance of the 
village, by showing that what they claimed 
was a repealing ordinance only changed 
the existing dramshop law of the village by 
forbidding the peddling of beer in wagons. 
He says there is nothing in an ordinance for- 
bidding beer wagons which can possibly be 
construed as repealing or even modifying 
an ordinance allowing for the existence of 
saloons under certain conditions. 

This ordinance creating the local option 


| district in Hyde Park, which Mr. Walker 


decides to be valid and still in force, pro- 
vides that before a new license can be granted 
the appMcant must present a petition signed 
by a majority of the bona fide householders 
and firms doing business on each side of 
the street in the block in which the saloon is 
to be located, as well as the written con- 
sents of the owners of a majority of the 
frontage on both sides of the street in the 
block. It provides also that no license shall 
be renewed without such petition and con- 
sent if thirty days before the time of its 
issuance a protest against the renewal is 
signed by the owners of one-quarter of the 
aa on both sides of the street in the 


Beaten Without Park Frontage. 

In the case of Ed Smith's roadhouse, which 
is on the north side of Fifty-first street, with 
Washington Park occupying the south side 
of the street the entire block, Mr. Walker 
does not go into the question of whether the 
protest of the South Park Commissioners 
should be considered or not, saying it is un- 
necessary. Yielding to the contention of the 
applicant for the license that the park front- 
age shovld not be counted one way or an- 
other, Mr. Walker finds the remaining front- 
age in the block amounts to 382 feet. Of this 
282 belongs to the Home for the Friendiess, 
which entered in due time a protest against 
the granting of the license duly signed by 
A. C. Bartlett, its President, and attested by 
its Board of Directors. One Hinch, who 
asked for the license, claimed the Home for 
the Friendless could not protest in this mat- 
ter, as its directors held the property in 
trust, and such action was not within their 
corporate powers. Mr. Walker holds, how- 
ever, that the property is held in fee simple 


of the directors te act in a matter which 
concerns he welfare of the home. As the 
Home for the Friendless not only owns the 
quarter of the frontage necessary to protest 
against the renewal of the license but also 
the majority required to prevent its issuance, 
the park frontage being left out of account, 
and filed its protest before April 1, the opin-

Findings in Schoenhofen Case. 

In the case of the application for a new 
license by William Bender for the Schoen- 
hofen beer garden Mr. Walker says the ap- 
plicant has not presented a petition signed 
by a majority of the bona fide householders 
and firms in both sides of the street, as re- 
quired by law. He has, however, put in con- 
sents signed by the owners of a majority of 
the frontage on the west side of Cottage 
Grove avenue between Fiftieth court and 
Fifty-first street. As for the east sideof the 
street, Bender’s attorney makes the argu- 
ment that, since it is not in the local option 
but in a prohibition district, it does not 
count, holding that the law contemplates 
that only the residents in the local option 
district have a voice in the matter. 


Ground Taken by Mr. Walker. 

In answer to this Mr. Walker says: 

At the time the frontage ordinance was 
it was a matter of common knowledge that many 
parts of Hyde Park were prohjbition territory 
and many others local option, and that the lines of 
demarkation between them ran throughout the 
village. . . The language is plain. It reads 
both sides of the street,“ and these words can- 
not be construed to mean only one side of it. The 
plain language of a law cannot be disregarded. 
think it is the duty of public officers to take it 
as they find it and apply it as written. The appli- 
cation, therefore, lacking as it does the signa- 
tures of ‘‘a majority of the property-owners on 
both sides of the street,’’ is, in my opinion, in- 
sufficient under the ordinance. 

In accordance with these findings Mr. 
Walker recommends that licenses be refused 
to both applicants. The license for the gar- 
den at Fifty-first street and Grand boule- 
vard already has been revoked by the 
Mayor, it having been clearly shown it had 
not the proper frontage and was partially 
in a prohibition district. ä 


A. C. Bartlett Is Pleased. 

A. C. Bartlett, representing the Home 
for the Friendless, when informed of 
Corporation Counsel Walker's opinion, said: 
“As 1 understand it, Mayor Harrison re- 
ferred the matter to Mr. Walker, with the 
understanding his action in the premises 
would depend entirely on the nature of the 
opinion rendered. This being so, it is need- 
less to say Mr. Walker’s opinion will be ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to all who have op- 
posed having saloons along the park front, 
in close proximity to the various charitable 
institutions which are located there. This 
has been the principal objection of those 
who have opposed the granting of the 
UHecenses. The feeling has been that saloons 
in that vicinity were a sad blot and should 
not be permitted. I am highly gratified at 
the opinion rendered.“

Milwaukee Marriage Broker Charged 
with Violating the United States 
Postal Lawa. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 26.—[Specfal.]—The 
trial of Charles B. Rowan, the matrimonial 
agemt, charged with violating the postal 
laws, begantoday. Oneof the first witnesses 
was John Thomas of Racine, who said that 
he had paid Rowan a fee of $2.04 for a list 
of eligible women with whom he could corre- 
spond. His object, he said, was to get a 
woman with money who would marry him. 

He is fairly good-looking, and, as he de- 
scribed himself in one of the letters which 
was produced, he has teeth of pearly white- 
ness and an amiable disposition. Thomas 
seemed to enjoy the humor of the numbers | 
of sentimental letters he had written and 
which were presented in the court. He was 
given the names of forty women in various 
parts of the country, and then he said he did 
not get the worth of his money, as they had 
all rejected him after seeing his photograph. 

The evidence showed that at one time last 
year Rowan was sending out over 70,000 of 
each issue of his matrimonial papers. Sev-

STRIKE AT WESTERN NEWS CO. 


Thirty-five Bookkeepers and Clerks 
Walk Out Because Higher Wages 
Demand Is Refused. 


Thirty-five bookkeepers and clerks em- 
ployed by the Western News company 
struck on Thursday evening, and another 
strike in the force of the company was 
averted yesterday morning by the prompt 
dismissal of three of the leaders. 

We were getting only 68 or §9 a week.“ 
said one of the strikers, “‘and we had ‘to 
work from 7 in the morning to 9 o' clock at 
night. When we had to work after supper 
we were allowed only 35 cents o buy supper. 
We demanded 50 cents for supper Money, 
and we wanted our wages raised, too. We 
didn't get anything.“ 

After the bookkeepers and clerks had gone 
to return no more it was rumored among the 
employés who remained that Manager 
Shepler had said if the strikers bad made 
their grievances known to him properly he 
would have granted them. The drivers 
thereupon met and elected a committee of 
three to tell Manager Shepler they wanted 
a small increase in their wages and an in- 
crease of 15 cents in their supper moncy.. 
When the members of this committee called, 
on Manager Shepler they were promptly dis- 
missed from service. The remainder of thé 
drivers continued at work. 

„There was no strike here,“ said Manager 
Shepler. Some of the employés quit work, 
and others made unreasonable demands on 
me and I dismissed them. There was no 
strike. Only about twenty of the employés 
were dismissed. Most of their places have 
been filled.” 

A special meeting of the Iron. Molders’ 
Council has been called for next Wednes- 
day night at 104 Randolph street, to de- 
termine whether a strike shall be declared in 
all the foundries which have not signed the 
unfon scale. Iron Molders’ Unions Nos. 
233, 239, and 23 will meet today to instruct 
delegates to the council meeting. The A. 
Plamondon Manufacturing 2 has 
signed the union scale already agreed to by 
twenty-six foundries. 

The Executive boards of the Coal Op- 
erators’ association and the State Miners’ 
union held a joint session yesterday at the 
Great Northern Hotel, for the purpose of 
advising the committees appointed by the 
miners and operators to secure statistics on 
the mining situation in this State. The in- 
formation secured’ by these committees will 
bé the groundwork of the scale of wages 
which will be issued at the annual conven- 
tion to be held fm Indianapolis next January. 
It 16 hoped by this action to prevent such 
outbreaks as occurred last year at Pana and 
Virden. The two committees will meet in 
Chicago on June 12 anf agree on some * 
of procedure.

M’CAFFERY CASE 8 REVERSED. 


Appellate Court Declares the Validity 


of Mary Dawson’s Marriage Is 
Not Established. 


In deciding that Mary Dawson McCaffery 
is not the legal widow of John McCaffery, 
thereby reversing the findings of the Probate 
and Circuit Courts, Judge Shepard, in the 
branch Appellate Court, yesterday said: 

However well it may be understood by others 
that persons living together as man and wife are 
such, yet unless it be so understood and consented 
to by the parties themselves the marriage rela- 

tion between them does not and ought not to exist, 
To hold this defendant in error to have been the 
lawful wife of McCaffery when he died upon the 
facts disclosed by this record is not only to vio- 
late the law, but, also, to set a high premium upon 
immorality and venality. | 

‘The claim of Mary Dawson McCaffery 
was based on an alleged marriage at Gretna 
Gren, Scotland, in 1837. McCaffery left her 
in 1848 and afterward lived with several 
other women. When he died a few years 
ago he left an estate of $600,000, which has 
been in litigation ever since. The case will 
go to the Supreme Court. 


WASHBURN HELD TO GRANDJURY 


Confessed Mail Thief Goes to Jail—His 
Pilferings Estimated at $15,- 
000 in Two ‘Years. 


Aae 8. Washburn, the baggageman of the 
Michigan Central who was arrested on 
Thursday for robbing the mails, wae held 
to the federal grand jury yesterday after a 
hearing before Commissioner Mason. In 
default of $7,500 bonds he was committed 
to jail. It is believed Washburn has been 
tampering with the mails over two years, 
as it was discovered yesterday he had the 
duplicate mail bag key made over two years

the American buildings, and that has been 
done.

This will be 
known as the ‘American route, and the 
tramway will be an excellent exhibition of 
American street railways.

Space for seventeen of the finest 
American locomotives has already been as- 
signed, and it is expected that a complete 

train of day coaches will be exhibited.

Chicago on June 10, bringing with him 
18 mplete plans for the American build- 
ing, ‘which will Wen de made public.“

FIGHT THE SMOKE ORDHVANCE. 


H. C. Lytton Resists Payment of Fines 
—Chicago Light, Heat, and Power 
Company Secures Injunction. 


The collection of the fines imposed on 
various firms and corporations for viola- 
tions of ordinances regarding the smoke 
nuisance is meeting with resistance from 
those against whom fines have been entered. 

Henry C. Lytton, proprietor of the Hub 
clothing store at State street and Jackson 
boulevard, sued out a writ of injunction yes- 
terday before Judge Dunne to restrain 
Justice Charles H. Hoglund, Constable 
James J. Burns, and the City of Chicago 
from the collection of the two fines of $25 
each entered against him, which, with the 
court costs, now amount to $76, till the 
hearing of the case in the Circuit Court. 

The petition for the injuriction ts identical 
with the one filed on Thursday by the Chi- 
cago Light, Heat and Power company ifn its 
allegations of irregularities in the justice 
court. Mr. Lytton declares he has taken 
pains and used precautions to keep the 
chimney of his building from smoking. 

At the hearing of the Injunctiou suits the 
whole question of the validity of the or- 
dinance on the smoke nuisance will be gone 
into in detail, so thata precedept for other 


cases may be established. 


The injunction prayed for by the Chicago 
Light, Heat and Power company to restrain 
the collection of the $516 fines and costs was 
granted by Judge Tuthill.

Mayor Says the Devlin Affair Is Most 
Important to Democrats Outside of 
Illinois as Fixing the Limitations 
of the National Committee—Bearing 

on Next Convention—Ex-Governor 
Declares He Cares Nothing About 
It—Refuses to Discuss Snub. 


The Harrison and Altgeld factions both 
claim a victory in the action of the confer- 
ence of the Democratic National committee 
at St. Louis on Thursday. The Harrison 
people find their advantage in the asser- 
tion that Press Agent Devlin will be com- 
pelled to retire as soon as the special com- 
mittee reports, and the Altgeld contingent 
points to the fact that Devlin is still work- 
ing. and predicts he will continue to do 80. 


Mayor Harrison’s Views. 


“The matter is of more importance to 
Democrats outside of Illinois than to us in 
the State,” said Mayor Harrison yesterday. 
“The question is whether the regular or- 
ganization in a State is to be recognized or 
whether the National committee is to con- 
sult its own likes and dislikes as to whom 
it shall recognize. The complaint against 
Devlin was that he, a servant of the Na- 
tional committee, was doing his best here 
in Chicago to defeat for election the nominee 
of the regular party organization, under the 
pretense that an independent candidate was 
the ohly Democrat. 

Were that principle to hold good it would 
mean at the next national convention the 
recognition of such delegations as the com- 
mittee might desire to admit, irrespective 
of the manner of their election and regard- 
less of whether they represented the regular 
organization of the party in their States. 
Such a proceeding would be subversive of 
all party discipline and could not help re- 
sulting disastrously.“ | 

“ A similar condition exists in New York, 
where the free silver faction is threatening 
to bring a contesting delegation to the na- 
tional convention,” was suggested. 

“No,” said the Mayor, the conditions 
are somewhat different there. The charge 
is made in New York that the regular or- 
Sanization of the State is not loyal to the 
national platform of the party, and the ar- 
gument is made that it should be superseded 
on that account. Here in Illinois, however, 
we always have been loyal and good Dem- 
ocrats. We have stood faithfully by the 
platform and the party and there is no ex- 


cuse for ignoring the organization, 
State er county.”

So far all plans of settlement have fallen 
through. 

The decree on which this important de- 
vision was based but not entered formally 
as a court record was embraced in a written 
opinion filed some time ago by the Judge. 
This document gave advance information 
which facilitated the action brought against 
Bondsman James Hayes of Red Oak, Ia., 
for his part of the $600,000 bond which Spald- 
ing filed at the time he became treasurer 
of the University of Illinois. This suit to 
recover a part of the bond failed in Iowa 
this week. Hayes’ defense, as already stated 
in Tun Trisune, was based on the allega- 
tion that the bond had been altered after 

3 ue signed it. 
Judge Withholds His 
When the attorneys suggested that the 
withholding of the decision if the case 
might benefit both the State and the share- 
holders, Judge Tuley readily acquiesced. 
The Governor, Auditor, and Attorney Gen- 
eral at Springfield were authorized, on the 
part of the State, to receive any moneys in 
settlement. The decision having been as 
good as rendered, reserving $106,000 to the 
State, it was thought by the attorneys that 
there would be no difficulty in assembling 
the stockholders and arranging to pay the 
sum awarded by the court. The university 
is sure of its $106,000, unless a Higher court 
reverses Judge Tuley’s decision. At the

The depositors 
of the bank, wherever they have been able 
through the receiver to find a dollar of this 
borrowed money among the bank funds, 
have considered it a part of their own and 
let the bondsmen stand for any amount 
missing. Until Judge Tuley decided that 
the university had not lost title to the re- 
maining $106,000 the depositors were pre- 
pared to take that with the rest. 


Judge Discusses His Ruling. 


; Judge Tuley, in speaking of the case, said 
yesterday: The question from the begin- 
ming was, whether Spalding, at the time of 
the failure of the bank, had possession of 
these securities as President of the bank or 
@g treasurer of the University of Illinois. 
As a banker there is no doubt of his borrow- 
ing certain mone in his hands as treas-

day. It is a plain proposition that the West- 
ern man who secures the support of Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Indiana, Minnesota, and 
Ohio will be recognized as the candidate of 
this section of the country.

Pennsylvania Has No Sho W. | 
Anti-Quay Fight Will Prevent the Dele- 
gation from Reaching Any Agreement—: 
Henderson Largely in Favor. | 
[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 26.—[Special.}— 
There is a bare possibility, so scarce that It 
is hardly worth speaking about, that New 
York may make some sort of a front in the 
caucus for the Speakership, but there is ro 
chance for Pennsylania to agree. Pennsyl- 
vania will have twenty Republicans in the 
next House, and the delegation will never 
unite on a candidate. The Quay and anti- 
Quay battle is on again and it isa part of the 
web and woof of this conflict. 

Congressman Dalzell of Pittsburg came out 
some time ago as a candidate. His principal 
backers were John Wanamaker, Senator 
Flinn, and some Congressmen in the west 
end of the State. Chris Magee of Pittsburg 
is passive and not taking any particular in- 
terest in this battle. 

Senator Quay has no love for John Il, 
because the Congressman has fought the 
Senator for several years. There has not 
been a time when Dalzell was with Quay. 
Dalzell's friends got together in an en- 
dea vor to organize the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion for him. | 
Suddenly Bingham of Philadelphia an- 
nounced himself as an applicant for the 
Speakership. 

Dalzell has some friends, notably Packer 
of Tioga, Acheson, from the Allegheny dis- 
trict, and possibly General Harmar. The 
General represents a district which is con- 
trolled by Dave Martin, who is fighting 
Quay and therefore in favor of Dalzell. The 
Martin influence will therefore be used to 
put him in line with Dalzell. | 

It must be remembered that Pennsylvan 
has the Clerkship of the House, an exceed- 
ingly important position, controlling much 
substantial patronage, It is held now by 
ex-Congressman McDowell, who wants his 
old place again. McDowell is for Quay all 
the time, and has regpatedly stumped the 
State. 

Harry Bingham has deen in Congress a 
great mary years; he is backed by Senator 
Quay and Mr. Penrose, and, it is said, by 
Governor Stone as well. If reports coming 
from authentic sources are to be taken at 
all, Harry Bingham will have two votes in 
the Pennsylvania délegation to one for Dal- 
zell. In fact, Dalzell is not regarded here 
as a serious candidate, Bingham is a good 
candidate, available in every way. He fur- 
nishes an exceedingly available man for the 
Quay people and the anti-Dalzell people. He 
has been in Congress year after year, and of 
him Speaker Reed has said, time and again: 
“ Bingham is without a peer in handling a 
bill on the floor of the House.“ 

Both Sherman and Sereno Payne are work- 
ing on the Pennsylvania Congressmen. But 
Bingham’s friends are sticking by him, and 
the Dalzell people are reported to be stanch 
and true in the interests of their man. 

There is no talk over here about Moody of 
Massachusetts. The trend of gossip is more 
toward Henderson of Iowa than anybody 
else. 


Michigan to Decide June 7. 
Republican Congressmen Refuse to Talk 
Before Their Conference, to Be Held at 
Mount Clemens Next Month.

I am 
convinced that the Philippine archipelago 
or the inhabitants thereof are not fit for self- 
government. 

Aguinaldo’s Massacre Plot. 

“When Aguinaldo sent that proclamation 
or secret order into the City of Manila, 
while our hands were tied as to Spain and 
the exchange of ratifications was pend- 
ing, that in the night-time the Philippine 
inhabitants of the City of Manila were to 
rise and slaughter the people of every 
race and land—German, English, Ameri- 
can, French, and all who were not of 
Filipino blood—I made up my mind that 
such a people and such a government 
(so-called) was not fit to administer and 
conduct self-government. 

“This is a Tagal insurrection; it is the in- 
surrection of a tribe; it inhabits only a 
part of the Island of Luzon. It is a mili- 
tary dictatorship, it is no republic at all; 
it does not profess to be, and cannot be, 
based upon any principles andlogous to 
those expressed in the Declaration of In- 
depedence of the United States. It is found- 
ed by a man who sold out his own cause 
‘for $400,000 and retired to Hongkong. 

“It is due to a man who, when the 
Americans were willing to go with them 
to assist—in what? Not the elevation of 
an independent government in the Philip- 
pine Islands, but the extirpation of Spain 
and all of her atrocities forever from that 
archipelago; and then when our hands were 
tied by the protocol, when we were conduct- 
ing a treaty which brought to every man, 
woman, and child in all that vast archipelago 
perfect liberty, perfect freedom—greater than 
they had ever dreamed of before, and some- 
thing which they are unable to compre- 
hend, then they turn upon us and raise the 
armed front of insurrection. 

„Now, I think, my fellow-citizens, that 
the duty of the United States toward the 
Philippine archipelago is to retain sover- 
eignty over there permanently and not pro- 
visionally [applause and cheers], and retain 
such permanency of sovereignty I would 
take the example of England in the Malay 
States and the Malay peninsula over imme- 
diately opposite and I would give to the 
‘Philippines, just as I would to any other peo- 
ple, as complete autonomy as from time to 
time they show themselves capable of ex- 
ercising. [Cries of Good!“ and applause. ] 

„But until that time shall come, until the 
Tagal (which is only about one-third of the 
population of the archipelago and is bitterly 
opposed by the Macabebes), until the Tagal 
and Viscay and Mohammedan in Mindanao 
shall recognize the ascendancy of the United 
States and submit to its peaceable and just 
and equitable forms of government, I would 
extend the strong hand of the republic over 
‘that great archipelago and say, ‘There 
shall be peace here and law and equal justice 
and fair taxation and equal rights.’ 

„People say we ought not to do it. What 
are you going to do about it? Why didn't 
you talk this way the day after Dewey sailed 
into Manila and tell him to get out after 
destroying the Spanish fleet? We have 
taken the Philippines in, we have acquired 
the title from Spain, it is as just and com- 
plete and perfect a cession of sovereignty 
and territory as ever was given in all the 
history of the world. Weare the sovereigns 
and possessors of that country today. We 
owe a duty to ourselves, to humanity, to 
Christianity, and we owe a duty to foreign 
nations. Germany, England, France have 
their interest there. So we say, What does 
this mean, this stopping of hostilities, this

GIVES MRS. CROSBY JUDGMENT. 


Judge Horton Affirms Finding of Lower 
Court, Awarding Woman Lately Con- 
victed of Manslaughter $17,741. 


Judge Horton, in the Appellate Court, yes- 
terday affirmed the decision of the Superior 
Court, awarding Mrs. Marjorie H. Crosby 
judgment for $17,741 against Crosby, Mc- 
Donald & Co. The money advanced by Mrs. 
Crosby to the firm, of which her husband 
was a partner, was raised by her on a mort- 
gage on the Crosby homestead, 1529 Wilson 
avenue, Lake View. It was the foreclosure 
proceedings on this mortgage that resulted 
in the killing of Deputy Sheriff Frank Nye, 
for which Mrs. Crosby was recently con- 
victed of manslaughter, and her foster son, 
Thomas Crosby, who did the shooting, 
acquitted. 

The judgment, which is now sustained, 
was frequently referred to during the trial 
of Mrs. Crosby and the boy. It was looked 
on by Mrs. Crosby as her one hope of ob- 
taining money to lift the mortgage. The 
advance of money to the firm was made in 
1891, Captain Thomas C. Crosby, husband 
of Mrs. Crosby, had been suffering from 
ill health, and it was claimed by other mem- 
bers of the firm that he had received ad- 
vances from them amounting to $12,000, and 
that to répay this amount induced his wife 
to mortgege the homestead, which was her 
individual property, and advance $14,000. 
The notes of the firm, however, were given 
to Mrs. Crosby as evidence of debt to her. 

The only question, substantially, in the 
case. was whether the money raised by 
Mrs. Crosby on her property was given or 
loaned to her husband, or loaned, or paid, or 
advanced for the firm. The finding of the 
trial court was in favor of the contentions 
of Mrs. Crosby, and this the Appellate Court 
has affirmed.

Assessors Say Fences Used for 

Adver Must Yield ~ 
Revenue.

Unsightly Structures Likely to 
Be Torn Down as Un- 
profltable. 


REALTY MEN APPROVE IT, 


The huge advert signboards which 
disfigure most of the boulevards and hun- 
drede of the residence streets in Chicago may 
become expensive luxuries for either their 
immediate owners or the people who oon 
the property upon which they arb located. 
The Board of Assessors has determined to 
assess a taxable value on the boards or the 
property which they adern. Whether this 
tax will be placed on the signboards as val- 
uable personal property or on the real estate 
upon the theory that the latter is improved 
by the addition of the board has not been 
decided, but the Assessors have decided to 


or the other. | 

Attempts have been made heretofore to tax 
the boards by fixing’ the assessments of the 
advertising companies owning or leasing 
them at figures covering their value, These 
efforts seem to have failed. The practice of 
the advertising companies has been, it is said, 
to turn in signboards which net them thou- 
sands of dollars a year as hang lum 
ber at low value. * 

The present Board of Assessors took- yp 
the subject some weeks ago and has di 
cussed it at a number of meetings. It has 
served notice on the advertising 


of the boards in their schedules of personal 
property, but in so doing has not abandoned 
the idea that the tax may de placed eventual- 
ly on the lots where the signboards are lo- 
cated. Thus far the advertising companies 
have made no returns covering the boards. 


Are More than Old Lumber. 


“We are now waiting to hear from the 
advertising concerns,” said- Assessor Gray 
yesterday. I don’t know how they regard 
the matter, but the Board of Assessors is 
of the opinion that sign boards which bring 
in large profits are not to be considered as 
second-hand lumber. They constitute a 
plant with large earning power. Hitherto, 
the advertising companies have taken the 
position that these small bonanzas were 


tirely wrong. 

“The board has given a great deal of 
consideration to the proposition which has 
been made that property which bears an 
advertising sign board bringing in a great 
deal of money is not to be classed as strictly 
unimproved property. Instances have been 
given. where, in the past, property sur- 
rounded by a fence with a-few old sheds on 
it, which nevertheléss was made to earn 
an income, and was returned as unimproved 
property, was finally assessed as improved 
property with the result that the sheds 
were torn down. 

“As an individual in common with most 
other citizens and I think with the other 
members of the board I regard these sign 
boards as a disfigurement to the streets, 
but our action is in no way predicated upon 
such feeling. We believe there is a taxable 
value in these boards, or in the property 
on which they are located. We have taken 
careful advice upon the subject and pro- 
pose to impose the proper assessment. 
There will no doubt be a fight to evade it,

Real Estate Men Pleased, 


The information that the Board ot Asnes- 
sors proposes to take the action above de- 
scribed elicited expressions of gratification 
from real estate men. These declared that 
signboards Have a directly detrimental 
effect on property values in their vicinity, 
and that regard for the appearance of the 
streets, especially those in residence neigh- 
borhoods, ought to lead to some measure 
which would result in signboards being 
pulled down. 

“I am not prepared to say whether or not 
vacant property upon which a signboard is 
located can be regarded as improved prop- 
erty,” said George Birkhoff Jr. “I am m- 
clined to think such an assessment would 
not stand. Nevertheless, advertising sign- 
boards ought to pay their share of the taxes. 
They are disfigurements. They damage prop- 
erty around them. They might be called a 
public nuisance, and I am in favor of any- 
thing that will result in their being removed 
from residence streets.” 


Says the Tax Will Hold. 
Other real estate men said the 
of a tax would have the effect of doing 
away with the boards. It would be imprac- 
ticable, they said, to pay the tax which 
would be fixed. Attorney A. Dar- 


row said: | 
In my opinion the proposed action of the 
Board of Assessors will stand the fire of the 
courts. It does net make any difference 
whether the assessment is placed on the 
property or on the advertising signboard 
it can be collected. A piece of vacant prop- 
erty which is earning several thousands 
of dollars a year certainiy is more valuable 
than a piece of property which is earning 
nothing. A pile of lumber built into the 
shape of a signboard, and in that form

A Masterly Historical Romance. 
„Richard Carvel.” By Winston Church- 
fi. Illustrated. The Macmillan com- 
pany. 
=m WING to the fact that the first edition 
of Winston Churchill’s Richard 
Carvel” was completely subscribed 
for within the week before publica- 
tion, the date of the book’s appear- 
ande has been postponed to May 31. From 
the perusal of advance sheets THE TRICUNE 
can speak in enthusiastic praise of the novel. 
It is a historical romance of revolutionary 
days, with the scenes laid partly in Mary- | 
land and partly in the London of George III. 
In Breadth of canvas, massing of dramatic 
effect, depth of feeling, and rare wholesome- 
ness of spirit it has seldom if ever been sur- 
passed by an American romance, 
Winston Churchill must not be confounded 
with Winston Spencer Churchill, the son of 


Lord Randolph Churchill, who is alsoissuing | 


@ new novel in England. The American 
author first demonstrated his literary power 
about a year ago in a light, bright novel 
called The Celebrity.“ In ‘“ Richard 
Carvel” he has sought rather than 
brillancy. He has laid before his readers 
a striking picture of gay colonial life among 
the wealthy planters, and has also repro- 
duced the reckless and corrupt era in Eng- 
land which caused the American revolution. 

Dorothy Manners, the famous Annapolis 
Deauty of Washington's day, and Richard 
Carvel, a gallant Lieutenant under John 
Paul Jones, are the leading characters. 
General Washington walks into the scenes 
several times. On the other side of the 
ocean Charies James Fox is the figure most 
fully drawn, with the generous Lord Comyn 


n close second, while Walpole, Burke, Lord 


North, Garrick, Lord Baltimore, and a dozen 
others are sketched briefly but effectively. 
A score of fictitious characters complete 
the dramatis persone and contribute to the 
thrilling romantic action in which the novel 
abounds. 


— | 

The love between Richard and Dolly ts the 
main motive, and the delightful whimsical- 
ity of the beauty, with her father’s deter- 
mination to marry her to a British noble- 
man, is the main cause of the interesting 
and exciting complications. The attempts 
of ah unscrupulous uncle to rob Richard 
of Carvel Hall and his estate are also re- 
sponsible for a large part of the adventures 
through which the young hero comes so 
gallantly. The whole story is supposed to 
be told by Carvel in his old age, for the 
benefit of his grandchildren, and is accord- 
ingly deliberate and often verbose in style. 
but never for a moment throughout its 536 
large pages does it fail of intense interest 
and wholesome charm. 

The character drawing is done chiefly by 
means of incidents, and it is proof of the 


author's skill that each of the episodes is 


dramatic without once spoiling the consist- 
ency of the individual characters, while the 


Incidents lead up with accumulating force 


to a grand climax—the sea fight between 
the Bonhomme Richard and the Serapis, 
with romantic and satisfactory results for 
Richard Carvel and the lovely Dolly. 

The story is too large for one to compress 
even its leading features into a newspaper 
column. One of the earlier incidents is a 
sword fight between Richard and Lord

Some Stories of the States. 
“The Queen of the Swamp.“ By Mary 
Hartwell Catherwood. Houghton, Mif- 
flin & Co. 


Mrs, Catherwood classifies her stories of 
early American life by States, and under 
the separate heads of Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, and Illinois she groups some quaintly 
pretty tales of simple incidents in the lives 
of primitive people. The distinction is 
mainly geographical, for love in Indiana 
proves to be of much the same quality as 
that in Illinois. If one should make a choice 
among the stories it would be for those of 
Ohio life, and it is in the one of these en- 
titled The Stirring-Off,.“ which describes 
a sugar camp, that one finds a figure which 
best illustrates the author's charm. There 
is something like the sap of trees in her 
description of the early days—the days when 
young people in their merry-makings looked 
askance at dancing, but considered kissing 
games as altogether decorous. 

On Sunday afternoon late in November all the 
raw young men of the neighborhood drew in a 
eircle to Davis’ fireplace, scraping turnips or 
apples. Now the steel knives moved in concert 
and now they jarred; the hollow wall of a turnip 


protested against the scrape, and Aunt vis 
passed the heaping pan again, or cracked nuts 


and hickory nuts were the offerings. Then every 
youth sat with an overflowing handkerchief on his 
lap and the small blade of his knife busy with the 
kernels—backlog d forestick being bombarded 
with shells, which burned in blue and crimson. 

One of the best of the stories is that which 
gives the title to the book. The Queen of 
the Swamp is a dainty, flowery young 
Priscilla, whose timely tumbling into the 
river on her way to a Christmas party brings 
the hitherto obdurate mother of the girl's 
lover to terms. Another delightful picture 
is that made by Wilda Coon, her paraylzed 
mother, and the twelve-years-a-cotrting 
lover as they sit before the blazing fire and 
listen to the lover’s reading of a harrowing 
tale from the Saturday Evening Post, and 
to his impressive announcement at the end- 
„ to be con-tin-u-ed.“ 

The maple sap figure weakens a little be- 
fore some of the later stories of Indiana and 
Illinois, where the sentiment is sometimes 
strained, and it fails altogether before the 
unnatural heroism of the Kentucky Prin- 
cess. Perhaps this latter fact is due to our 
having been accustomed to associate with 
Kentucky something with which maple 
sugar and Princesses have little to do. At 
any rate, we believe that to attain to such a 
sublime height as was reached by Sally 
Vandewater is granted to but few Ken- 
tuckians, or ‘Princesses either. 

But there ts the odor of flowers and the 
warmth of sunlight about the earlier stories. 
They fill the reader with & longing for some 
of the wholesomeness of those bygone days 
and must stir the hearts of our fathers and 
méthers with many a reminiscent thrill 


Hr. Frederic’s Hero of Finance. 
„The Market Place.“ By Harold Fred- 
eric. Frederick A. Stokes company. 

Man's love for mammon has come to be as 
legitimate a subject for fiction as his love 
for woman. Those who enjoy contemplat- 
ing the precarious career of a money lover 
will find ample gratification in Mr. Fred- 
eric's faithful study of Joel Thorpe, the hero 
ol The Market Place.“ Not that the more 
tender passion does not figure in this story, 
but it is made subservient, as some would 
have it is done in real life, to the more ab- 
sorbing love of gain. 

The book opens with a sentence that at 
once challenges attention. The battle was 
over and the victor remained on the field, 
sitting alone with the hurly-burly of his 
thoughts.“ Just what the nature of that 
battle was the reader is left for some time 
to guess, though his curiosity stands im- 
potiently agape before mysterious hints 
about unlimited thousands, dummy di- 
re tors,“ and despoiled enemies. But he is 
glad that he waited until the second chapter 
before gratifying this curiosity, for there, 
in the little book store of Joel Thorpe’s sis- 
ter, he listens to a dramatic recital of the 
late victory and learns incidentally some 
important facts about the life of the victor. 

Mr. Thorpe, it seems, has led an ad- 
venturesome life, traveling all over the 
globe, always with an eye owt for some 
money making opportunity, but always fall- 
ing into pitfalls laid by t S foes. 
„ Apparently he had done no work at all in 
the bread-winners’ sense of the word. All 
his voyages and adventures and painful en- 
terprises had been performed with the desire 
of the buccaneer-ghe passion to reap where 
others had sown; or, at the worst, to get 
something for nbthing.“ At last, in Mexico, 
he came into possession of a rubber planta-

The book is really an extended character 
sketch, and though it vividly and dramat- 
ically portrays the indomitable will and in- 
satiable greed of Joel Thorpe, it leaves the 
more subtle phases of his character un- 
touched.

Mr. Beerbohm whimsicially called his first 
book The Works of Max Beerbohm,“ and

Masonic Temple Earns $263,170 in 
Twelve Months—Showing of Assets 
and Liabilities — Champion Steel 
Mille in Muskegon May Run in Op- 
position to the Steel Bar Trust— 
Market Shows a Healthier Under- 
tone—Sales on the Stock Exchange. 


The annual meeting of the Masonic Fra- 
ternity Temple association was held yester- 
day. Tue old Board of Directors was re- 

consisting of J. H. Gormley, D. G. 
Rush, B. W. Kendall, W. G. Purdy, and B. 
I. Tilden. The directors after the meeting 
reéiected J. H. Gormley President. B. W. 
Kendall Vice President, and D. G. Rush 
retary and Treasurer. The report made 
by President Gormley to the stockholders 
showed the company to be in a prosperous 
condition, with more than 95 per cent of the 
building rented. He reported the physical 
condition of the property to be excellent, and 
informally told of the improvements made to 
the building during the year covered in the 
report, which closed April 30. These im- 
provements included some extensive changes 
in the roof garden. 

The financial report for the year, which was 
made a part of the report of the President, 
ghowed earnings from leases of $275,548, and 
from all other sources of $37,622, or a total 
iucome of $263,170. The expense account 
showed a payment of $75,000 interest on 
bonds, $34,132 for salaries, $17,152 for sup- | 
plies, $16.825 for improvements and repairs, 
$6,562 for office expenses, and $57,463 for 
general expenses, including taxes and insur- 
ance. There was paid out as dividends on 
the stock of the company $58,713. The assets 
and liabilities, as shown in the President's 
report, were as follows:

its product in a vigorous fashion. 

The mill purchased by the new company

merly owned by the Michigan Iron and 
Bteel company. It is built to manufacfure 
what is known as the open hearth product, 
which involves the use of scrap-iron, instead 
of ore, as the raw material. During the 
several years preceding the great boom in 
the fron and steel trades, which began two 

ago, the mill appears to have cut no 
portant figure in the great overproduction 

which marked the trade. 

: has made a considerable advance 
since the tinplate trust was formed. The 
bas inspired a great deal of figuring 
and numerous plans for starting rival tin- 
plate mills, but the promoters have in each 
case fun against a difficulty in securing 
steel, there being a famine in the market, 
and all mills being sold up to their capacity 
for months ahead. Other plans for the man- 
ufacture of metal products have struck the 
game snag. In fact, it has been said in the 
metal trade for some time that, trusts or 
no trusts, there would be plenty of com- 


_petitors for all kinds of finished metal prod- 


ucts, if it were only possible to get steel. 

An output of 125 tons a day is not consid- 
ered of great importance in the present steel 
situation. One-half the quantity, equaling | 
180,000 pounds, is, however, sufficient to 
make 1,500 boxes of tinplate daily. Rumors 
were afioat in the trade to the effect that 
this new source of supply of steel has given 
new life to schemes for starting anti-trust 
tinplate mills, and among the reports was 
one that the Muskegon mill would make 
tinplate itself.

THE SGAMPSON-SCHLEY CONTROVERSY. 

The New York Sun is seeking to make 
a hero of Admiral Sampson by bitter at- 
tacks upon Admiral Schley. It suggests 
that the latter should call for a court 
of inquiry to clear up his record. The 
people will not sympathize with the Sun’s 
attack. They do not think it is necessary 
to build up one Admiral’s reputation by 
tearing down another's, They will not 
make a hero out of a man who was not 
in action. No one will depreciate Admiral 
Sampson. He planned the gperations off 
Santiago, was in command of the fleet, and 
established an effective blockade. Credit 
is due to him for all that he did, but it 
is absurd to attempt to make him the hero 
of a battle in which he was not engaged. 
He is not to blame for that. It was his 
misfortune. If he had known that Cer- 
vera was coming out he would have re 
mained and been in the fight. He did not 
know and was not there—worse luck for 
him! When he came back the battle was 
over and the victory won. 

What the. people censure Sampson for 
is the unhandsome and unofficer-like dis- 
patch in which he tendered the Spanish 
fleet as his individual Fourth of July gift 
to the American nation. He evidently was 
of opinion that there was not “glory 
enough for all of us,” but just about glory, 
enough for one who wasn’t there. They 
also censure him for his subsequent report, 
which it is hard to characterize as any- 
thing but dastardly, in which he referred 
to the alleged “ reprehensible conduct” of 
Schley, leaving the impression it was of 
recent occurrence, whereas the incident 
happened two months before. There is no 
good excuse for Sampson's going back that 
far. If action or animadversion were 

‘Biecessary it should have been suggested 
when the alleged “ reprehensible conduct ” 
‘oveurred. That was the time for censure 
and not the nt after a glorious victory 
which wiped gut the spot on the record 
—4 trivial spot at most, for it entailed no 
bad results. Navy department fig- 
ured out that there “might have been” 
disastrous consequences, but there were 
not. So what was the use of the figuring? 

What the people maintain is that Schley 
was at the action and was in it from start 
to finish, that he was “always nearest 
the enemy,” that he hit the enemy, and was

AGONCILLO IN FRANKLIN'S ROLE. 

Mugwump fault-finders have suffered a 
good deal in their minds over the impolite 
way in which Agoncillo was treated. Sen- 
ator Davis recently had something to say on 
this subject in a speech which is reprinted 
in part elsewhere in this issue. Agoncillo 
came to Senator Davis at Paris with letters 
and professed to wish to appear before the 
Peace commission. He was told that he 
could easily do this, but not in an official 
capacity, He assured Senator Davis be 
desired nothing except “to have the Fili- 
pinos relieyed from the immemorial and ex- 
cruciating atrocities of Spain.” The Ben- 
ator continues: | * 

Beyond that point he was ell vague and non- 
committal, andgalthough I told him he could go 
before the commission and that they would be 
glad to hear him, he never appeared before the 
commission in Paris. He vanished from Paris 
a month before we concluded our negotiations, and 
the next thing he did he turned up in the United 
States with a record in history which you all know 
too well to require me to repeat. | 

This is the man by whose direct advice 
Aguinaldo fired upon the American troops 
while the treaty was pending in the Sen- 
ate and while the hands of the Americans 
were tied in the Philippines by the terms of 
the protocol. While we were busy with the 
last step toward extirpating Spanish mis- 
government Agoncillo urged an attack upon 
the allies and friends who were achieving 
what he professed most to desire. While 
the Americans were arranging to give the 
Filipinos greater liberty than they had 
dreamed of before, they turned upon us and 
raised the armed front of insurrection. 

It was this action and the subsequent at- 
tempt of Agulnaldo to massacre every white 
man in Manila that convinced Senator Da- 
vis of the unfitness of the Malays to govern 
the islands. The curious actions of Agon- 
cillo at Paris are scarcely to be explained 
except by the combination of suspicion and 
ignorance which has led to all the mistakes 
of the Filipinos. His real desire was not 80 
much to escape Spanish misgovernment as 
to secure the reins of power for himself and 
his master. He had not intelligence 
enough to see how preposterous it would 
be to attempt to fight the United States. 
By treacherously attacking the Americans 
at a critical moment while they were still 
handicapped he believed they could be ex- 
terminated. As John Foreman has said, 
the idea of gratitude is foreign to the Fili- 
pino mind. The anti-expansionists have a 
hard time before them if they expect to 
make a Franklin of Agoncillo as well asa 
Washington of inaldo. |

AMENDED FORD BILL SIG 

Governor Roosevelt has achieved a bril- 
liant piece of tax legislation. 1808 

His determination to secure some law 
which should tax franchises was foreshad- 
owed in his annual message to the Legisla- 
ture, in which he described the tax system of 
the State as “in utter confusion, full of 
injustices and queer anomalies,” and urged 
remedial action. | | 

Several measures were introduced into 
the Legislature and among them the Ford 
bill. This, however, slumbered until al- 
most the end of the session, when the Gov- 
ernor, having been closely watching events, 
sent in a special message urging its passage, 
and by the operation of a rule covering 
cases of special messages by the Governor 
it was pushed through on the last day of the 
session, 

It provided for taxing as realty the 
value of all franchises” involving the use 
of the public streets by rapid transit, gas, 
electric light, water, telegraph, telephone, 
power, or other such companies. 

The stocks of the companies affected 
took a decided tumble and pressure was 
brought to bear upon the Governor to 
veto the bill. Nor was this pressure con- 
fined to that which came directly from 
the corporations affected. It came likewise 
from Senator Platt, whose position as State 
boss brings him into peculiar relations with 
corporations enjoying special privileges. 

The Governor withheld his approval and 
had hearings on the bill, at which the cor- 
porations presented their arguments in op- 
position. The chief objections were that 
the bill would subject the corporations in 
question to blackmailing at the hands of 
corrupt local machines like Tammany Hall, 
and that in the case of some corporations 
which were already required to pay a per- 
centage of their gross receipts into the public 
i ap this bill would impose double taxa- 

N. 

Governor Roosevelt met the first objec- 
tion by proposing that the operation of 
the law should be taken out of the hands 
of the local authorities and be placed in 
the charge of the State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners, who are appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. The second objection he met by a 
proposal that wherever percentages of gross 
receipts were already required to be paid 
into the public treasury they should be de- 
ducted from the tax levied under the law. 

These proposed changes not only dis- 
armed the reasonable objections to the 
law, but they were quite in accord with 
the opinions of the Governor. He believed 
that the administration of the law would 
be more honest, uniform, and easily un- 
derstood if placed in the hands of the 
State board, Indeed, it is altogether prob- 
able that the companies would themselves 
much prefer a single compact body of that 
sort to deal with rather than the various 
local authorities of the State. The Governor 
also regards the value of a franchise asa 
juster basis of taxation than gross receipts, 
and to avoid confusion was quite willing 
that the one should exclude the other, Ac- 
cordingly he called an extra session to 
amend the Ford bill in these particulars. 

The Legislature convened in extra ses- 
sion on Monday evening, received a special 
message outlining the proposed amend- 
ments, and referred the matter to the Com- 
mittee on Taxation. This committee, in 
consultation with Professor Seligman of 
Columbia University and some others, 
drafted a measure embodying the ideas of 
the Governor, the measure was passed 
on Thursday, and the Executive approval 
was added yesterday. | fica

DEATH OF ROSA BONHEUR. 

The world of art has suffered a great 
loss by the death of Rosa Bonheur, the 
most widely known female painter of the 
present time and an artist whose fame will 
ted with the animals 
which she loved ag well as she painted, 
Hamerton calls her “the most accom- 
plished female painter who ever lived,” 
and, perhaps, the distinction is deserved, 
sweeping as it seems to be. Indeed, few 
male painters of animals have been her 
superior. She was born at Bordeaux in 
1822, the daughter of a poor and struggling 
artist of mediocre ability, but having the 
foresight to realize she had talent far sur- 
passing his own. He gave her such op- 
portunities to study as he could afford, and 
in 1841 she made her first exhibition at 
the Paris Salon with two small pictures, 
“ Goats and Sheep and Two Rabbits,” 
For nine or ten years she exhibited in the 
Salon, but it was not until 1853 that her 
well-known picture, “The Horse Fair,” 
now in the Metropolitan Museum of New 
York and formerly owned by Mr. A, T. 
Stewart, made her world-famous. Since 
that time nearly all her pictures have been 
of animals, though she has painted a few 
portraits, among them one of George Sand 
which is acknowledged an excellent work. 

Rosa Bonheur lived to a good old age 
and every year of it has been usefully and 
profitably employed. Her catalogue num- 
bers hundreds of works, and they have 
brought her not only fame but most gen- 
erous remuneration. Her reputation for 
many years has been so firmly established 
that her paintings have brought extraordi- 
nary prices, She tried her hand at sculpture, 
but marble did not afford her the scope she 
needed and her products with the chisel 
added nothing to her fame. Few have ever 
known animals better or studied them more 
closely. Superadded to her skill in drawing 


them and her faithfulness in color were an 


admiration for nature and a strength in 
handling it which would have deen suf- 
ficient to make her a great landscape paint- 
er had not her taste led her to animal 
portraiture, Those with whom she ranks 
among the men are Landseer, Herring, 
Troyon, and Merle. 

Whether as womap or artist Rosa Bon- 
heur has had an {deal life. She never mar- 
ried. As she once said: “I wedded art. 
It is my husband, my world, my life-dream, 
the air I breathe.” She pursued her noble 
calling into extreme age and reared the 
material as well as the spiritual rewards 
of her labor. The peculiar natu of her 
calling necessitated abandoning the con- 
ventionalities of life and brougat her into 
contact with men and situations not com- 
mon to her sex, but she carried herself 
at all times with a dignity that secured 
the respect of all. She was a good woman 
and a great artist. Her life was nobly 
planned and the plan was executed faith- 
‘fully and successfally. Her fame is secure. 


THE SUBWAY PLAN IMPRACTICABLE.. 

The viaduct plan to unite the North and 
South Park systems has its admitted de- 
fects. and difficulties. The subway plan, 
which has been revived and proposed as a 


| substitute, has so many difficulties and 


defects that it eannot be considered at 
this time. It 1 emphatically a scheme 
for the future—a scheme which may com- 
mend itself to an older and a wealthier 
city. To urge it at this time is unwise, 
because doing so may result in the defeat 
of the viaduct project, in which event 
nothing will be done and the park systems 
will remain disunited. 

The subway plan, however desirable it 
may be in many respects, is impracticable 
now because it cannot be financed. The 
cost is put at about three and a half mil- 
lion dollars. That is prohibitory. The 
city cannot raise the money. If it could 
there would be a vehement popular pro- 
test against spending so much for the sole 
and special benefit, except during the 
bicycle season, of a small number of per- 
sons who own and use carriages, living 
in a narrow strip of the North Division. 
It would be called class legislation. The 
parks will not put up the money. The 
voters of the two park districts will not 
vote to sanction the expenditure. Nor will 
the owners of real estate alleged to be 
benefited consent to the spreading of a 
special assessment to defray the cost. North 
Side real estate, at least, has all the bur- 
dens now it can stand. 

The suggestion has been made that the 
viaduct be double and a traction company 
be allowed to use half of it, on condition 
that it share in the expense. The North 
Side company might agree to this, for it 
is eager to get over to the new-made land 
along the lake shore, but the viaduct is 
not such a necessity as to make it advisable 
for the city to go into partnership with a 
traction company to build it. The people 
would not/consent to this. They would 
be sure the city’s partner would get the 
better of it, and the people east of State. 
street would cool quickly on the project 
if they knew that it meant a new car line in 
that part of the North Sider ’ 

If it cost no more to build a subway 
than a viaduct, the wisdom of the construc- 
tion of the former would be doubtful. The 
people have used viaducts a great deal. 
They never have taken kindly to tunnels. 
Those at La Salle and Washington streets 
were not popular, even before the street 
railroads got hold of them. It is true the 
grades were steepe r than that of the pro- 
posed subway, but the latter, if built, would 
be nearly half 4 mile in length, and there 
are many nervous people who would not 
like to go underground for that distance. 
They would be afraid of accidents, of 
collisions, of way teams, of jams and 
fire engines. ley would be convinced that 
escape would be impossible if anything 
went wrong. Travel through the subway, 
if constructed, would be noisy—alarmingly 
so. In winter the warmer temperature 
would be grateful and not harmful. In 
summer the transition from the hot air 
at the earth’s surface to the damp and 
chilly atmosphere of the subway might be 
injurious to may persons. It would be like 
plunging suddenly into a cold storage- 
house from a highly heated room, 

Neither in this city nor elsewhere have 
‘tunnels been popular for pleasure travel. 
Those who could use them have preferred, 
as a rule, to take a little more time and 
a round-about course, which did not de- 
prive them of the sunlight and the fresh 
air. If past experience is a guide, were this 
subway to be constructed, most Chicago- 
ans would go through it two or three times 
‘out of curiosity and then give it a wide 
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berth. But people would use the proposed 
viaduct, exeept when the weather was 
bad, while they would not go underground, 

The main point, however, is that the 
viaduct is feasible now, while the sub- 
way is not. The former will have to cross 
some railway tracks and a little proper- 
ty will have to be condemned, but the cost 
will not be prohibitory, It is alleged a 
‘viaduct will last only fifteen years. Pos- 
sibly that is so, Still, let the people have 
one for that length of time, and get the 
most good they can out of it. Perhaps by 
the time it is old and tottering, a subway 
will be less of an impossibility than it is 
now and the scheme may then again be eon- 
sidered on its merits. The future is the 
domain of the subway, The present be- 
longs to the viaduct. 

THE BLACK BROTHER IN THE CHURCH, 

The General Assembly of the Preabytert- 
an Church North reiterated its confidence 
‘in the Christian character and orthodoxy 
of the Presbyterian Church South and 
gives expression to “fraternal feelings 
and desires for closer fellowship and more 
effective union,” but does not deem it wise to 
take any further action in the matter at 
this time. Probably the General Assembly 
is of the opinion that any advances it might 
make would be fruitless. 

The reunion of these two parts of the 
same church, which have been separated for 
nearly forty years, is desirable and would 
not be dificult but for one thing. That is 
the black brother and his relation to the 
Southern church. The differences which di- 
vided the new school and the old school 
branches were settled after a disagreement 
of nearly thirty years. There are no dis- 
putes on matters of faith or discipline be- 
tween the Northern and the Southern 
churches. The latter seceded in 1861 be- 
cause of the slavery question and the re- 


the rebellion put down. There are no ob- 
stacles to reunion, except the one stated, 
2 more than in the case of the Episcopa- 
ans. 

While many reasons can be given why 
two religious bodies having precisely the 
same creed should unite, it is likely that 
these two churches can get along much 
more peacefully as they are than they 
would if united. Each has the highest re- 
spect for the other and fraternal greetings 
are exchanged on all appropriate occasions. 
But if they are united differences between 
them, which create no friction now, would 
cause trouble. The Northern General As- 
sembly speaks of the orthodoxy of the 
church South. There can be no dispute on 
that point. It is more sternly orthodox 
than the church North, even though the 
latter did discipline Dr. Briggs. If the 
churches were united the Southern repre- 
sentatives in the Genera] Assembly would 
not consent to deal as mildly with Dr. Me- 
Giffert as the church North is doing, nor 
would the Southern wing of the church 
overlook many things to which their North- 
ern brethren are Indifferent. 

While slavery has gone the negro remains, 
and the church status of the negro at the 
South would be a bone of contention. A 
knowledge of that fact has made the church 
South rather cold and backward concerning 
reunion. There cannot well be any other 
reason. The angry feelings which prevailed 
during the ’60s must have died out years 
ago. But the black brother we have always 
with us. What shall we do with him—in 
the church or out of it? ee 


MR. BARRETT’S FAITH IN FILIPINOS, 
Mr. John Barrett, Minister to Siam under 
President Cleveland, is not only an expan- 
sionist but a firm believer in the capabilities 
of the Malays. In the current Independent 
he writes optimistically on American In- 
fluences in the Far East.” His years of 
residence among an Asiatic people, his so- 
journ of nearly a year in the. Philippines, 
and his observation of Great Britain’s suc- 
cess on the populous Malay peninsula have 
forced Mr. Barrett to conclude that it is the 
duty of the United States to hold the Phil- 
ippine Islands permanently. He confesses 
that he thought differently at first, but hon- 
est study of the question convinced him that 
the best interests of Filipinos and Amer- 
icans alike demanded our undertaking the 
task. 
As Mr. Barrett Is personally acquainted 
with Aguinaldo and other Filipino leaders, 
and as he formerly had a great deal of sym- 
pathy with the insurgents, he is inclined 
to take a lenient view of their actions. He 
believes they are fighting under misleading 
influences, and that if they could be made 
to understand the exact attitude and inten- 
tions of the United States they would cease 
their hostilities. Aguinaldo has had oppor- 
tunities to understand our intentions since 
he began fighting. Mr. Barrett is right, 
however, in saying that this warfare has 
not proved the incapability of the Filipinos 
to become peaceful citizens. If the same 
pluck and pertinacity can be directed into 
peaceful channels they can accomplish 
much. Mr. Barrett believes the Filipinos 
have the latent capabilities which have sud- 
denly raised the Japanese nation into pow- 
er, and that American control may in due 
time make of the Philippines another 
Japan. | 
The United States stands today as one 
of the paramount powers in the Pacific. If 


ippines it would abdicate this position and 
would come after Great Britain, Russia, 
Germany, and Japan in influence and power 
in the Pacific. The annual foreign trade of 
$60,000,000 in the Philippines is less im- 
portant than the fact that the islands stand 
at the gateway of the $500,000,000 of Asiat-

IN OF DIVORCES IN ENGLAND.—It

The views are color 
photographs, made by means of the process 
invented by the late James B. McDonough

The occasion is the annual meeting of the 
Chicago Society of Egyptian Research, the 
American branch of the Egypt exploration 
fund of London. The last year has been a 
banner season, and the Chicago archeolog- 
ical enthusiasts are delighted with the work 
accomplished. To add to the remarkable 
discoveries of the tomb of King Menes, the 
first King of Egypt, and of the mummies of 
a line of Kings in the excavations in Egypt, 
it was found that photographs could be 
taken that would reproduce in tint the most 
delicate shade. While no method has yet 
been invented for printing from these col- 
ored photographic plates on sensitized pa- 
per, so that the prints can be mounted, it 
has been found possible to use the plates 
with a powerful stereopticon, and bring out 
on a silver screen the views and pictures in 
their original colors.

ed to them. So much work has been done 
it cannot be described in one volume. The 
first is now ready for distribution at the 
meeting, but it will be several weeks be- 
fore the second volume is out of the hands 
of the printers. 

“ The identification of the tomb of Menes, 
the first King of Egypt, several months 
ago by Dr. Ludwig Borchardt, a German 
archeologist; came as a startling surprise 
to the archeological world. For hundreds 
of years Menes’ existence has been an 1 
question, and even ancient historians left 
some doubt of his ever having lived. But 
the excavations made at Negadeh, in upper 
Egypt, bring out without shadow of doubt 
that the earliest King in the world of which 
there is any record was no myth. As a 
matter of fact, it takes us back to the time 
of Adam and the first knowledge of human 
existence. So great did the Royal Academy 
of Science at Berlin consider Dr. Borchardt's 
1 that it conferred special honors 

The discoveries at Thebes by M. Loret, 
the French director general of antiquities 
in Egypt, are also considered of the highest 
importance.

lish universities. It was the beginning of 
the democratic or American policy. The 
other era dates from 1886, when the euc- 
cessor of Noah Porter began. Imbued with 
the spirit of the times, he threw his efforts 
largely into the monetary advancement of 
the institution. Since that time the number 
of bulldings that have been erected and the 
number of legacies that have been attracted 
form a new epoch in the history of the insti- 
tution,

Benjamin Woolsey Dwight Jr., a son ot this 
physician, was in 1872 editor of the Interior 
of Chicago. The only son of the old Presi- 
dent who did not distinguish himself profes- 
sionally was the third son, James, who took 
up a business career. He was the father of 
the present Timothy Dwight, who in his ad- 
ministration of the institution over ‘which 
he presided has combined in a remar 2 
extent his inheritance of mmercial an 
educational ability.

National Educational association as the in- 
itial step toward reform, but will have partly 
adopted also 3,500 “‘ reformed words ar- 
ranged by the American Philological asso- 
ciation. The adoption of the simplified spell- 
ing method will be left to the option of the 
individual teachers, and at present any 

teacher may introduce the system. Superin- 
tendent Andrews has asked the various 
school Superintendents to show the teachers 
the advantages of the reform, and to encour- 
age its introduction. 

An argument used in favor of the reform 
is that no text books on the subject are 
mecessary; in fact, the primary object of the 
movement is to so simplify spelling that the 
youngest pupil can spell as soon as it under- 
stancs the simple principle of phonetics. 
However, a small text book is being prepared 
to instruct teachers in a sy8tematic adoption 
of spelling reform.
